METHUENITES. BITTER. 


Street Railroud Strongly Censured and 
Petitions for Double Track Denied. 


The adjourned town meeting held by 
the citizens of Methuen, in the town 
hall Saturday afternoon for the tran- 
saction of the business undisposed of 
the Saturday previous- proved quite a 
lively one. Considerable business of 
importance was disposed of includins 
several amendments to the town by- 
laws, Perhaps the most important 
business however, was the action tak- 
en upon the street railway question. 
This resulted in a surprise to almost 
every one. It was generally expected 
when the meeting assembled that the 
request of the road would be granted, 
but after certain things were-done, A 
motion was made to effect this, but 
after the matter was thoroughly 
thrashed over, it was _ almost . unani- 
mously voted to ask the sélectmen to 
give the road leave to withdraw. thei: 
petition. There were only one or. two 
dissenting votes. It was not so much 
because the citizens of the town did 
not believe that a double track. would 
be a good thing, but because they did 
not believe in throwing away such 
valuable franchises, when it was not 
necessary, especially as nothing seem- 
‘ed to be given in return, which ought 
not td be given under present condi- 
tions, It was the general sense of the 
meeting that when the tracks were re- 
layed on Broadway with double tracks 
as far as Oakland avenue, there would 
be no excuse whatsoever why 10-min- 
ute time could be made. If the com- 
pany wished any further grants, they 
might offer something in return. The 
condition: of the tracks at the present 
time was’ also mentioned, and the se- 
lectmen, were respectfully requested tc 
request the company to put the tracks 
in better condition-at once. It was also 
voted as the sense of the meeting that 
no further extensions of time would 
be given either the Lawrence and Me- 
thuen or the Boston and Northern 
road for completing the work for which 
their franchises call. 

The article relating to the financiai 
committee was adopted, as were also 
the by-laws proposed by James H. 
Lyons and Albert B. Gordon. An un- 
successful, attempt was made to regu- 


‘late the water rates by town vote. 


‘MEETING IN DETAIL, 


The meeting was called to order. at 
1 o'clock by Moderator Granville §E. 
Foss. Only a few were present. Under 
Articles 18 and 19 the requests of Pat- 
rick J. Dooley for an appropriation of 
$50 to repair culvert’ near Edmund 
Dowling, and of Louis Reuter for $50 to 
widen culvert on. East streets wer? 
ranted, The request of E. F. Dow 
for $250 appropriation to repair Nortn 
street was passed over. At this poi: 
on motion of C. D. Holman an adjourn- 
ment was made until 2 o’clock. 

Upon-reassembling it was voted to 
repair Williams street, the appropria- 


“tion $250 te be" takén from the regular 


street appropriation, 

Under Article 24 Town Clerk J. §& 
Howe offered the motion that $10,000 of 
the sewer appropriation of $3500 voted 


_at the last meeting, be raised by a.5-« 


year note, and $25,000 by a 30-year note, 
at 3 1-2 per cent. He explained that 
he believed that in five years $10,000 
could be raised from the sewer as- 
sessments to pay off the first note. 
The motion prevailed. Under Article 
26, $200 was appropriated to be expend- 
ed under the direction of the Me- 
thuen Improvement society; and Tree 
Warden, 

The next article, Art. 27, 
what instructions the town will give 
its board of selectmen. with reference 
to the petition of the Boston & 
Northern Street Railway .Co. for a 
double track on Broadway to the pres- 
ent turnout on Hampshire street, pro- 
voked much _ discussion. Leverett 
Swan did not want the double tracks 
any farther than Osgood street, be- 
cause in winter the salt used by .«.-c 
company melted the snow and made 
it impossible to drag a sleigh along. 
He did not want block paving on Town 
hill because that would make it hard 
for horses to draw a load up the hill. 
Rev. Nathan Bailey offered a motion 
to instruct the selectmen to grant the 
company’s request, for double track as 
far-as J. K. .Colby’s residence on 
Broadway, when the company has 
complied with the requests of the citi- 
zens contained in a petition of last 
December, namely, for a — three-cent 
fare to working people, one fare from 
any point in Methuen to any point in 
Methuen, and the laying of the double 
tracks as far as Oakland avenue. 

Jacob Emerson did not want to have 
double tracks on Hampshire ‘street 
until after the sewer had been install- 
ed. 

George Cox protested against a dou- 
ble track on Town hill as it would be 
a disadvantage to teams. 

David Ackroyd wanted to know 
whether the franchise contemplated a 
perpetual grant, and spoke strongly ‘in 
favor of limiting it to five years. 

Joseph E. Buswell pointed out. that 
this was an extension of franchise ask- 
ed for; aweettivat there was no power 
on the part of the citizens to ‘place 
any conditions upon the grant not in 
the original franchise, . 

John T. Mannifield remarked that it

might not be legal to ask anything 
from the road, but it could be asked 
of the company that this be done, and 
if they did not see fit to do it, a fran- 
chise.could -be-refused....(applause.).—- 

Rev. Nathan Bailey pointed out tha 
on the Lynn and Marblehead line the 
company had conceded the right of the 
people to demand lower fares by 
granting a half fare to working peo- 
ple. 

John H. Georges a member of last 
year’s board of selectmen was the next 
speaker. He contended that the whole 
matter was_ without the pale of the 
meeting; that the citizens had no right 
to tell the selectmen what to do in this 
matter; could not bargain and sell the 
franchise, and in fact could do nothing 
in the matter. There was only one 
thing for the selectmen to do, éither 
to grant ‘the request outright, or refuse 
it, as the interests of the town de- 
manded. He believed the citizens 
wanted the double track, but to get 
the expression of -the citizens the se- 
| leétmen had seen fit to allow the matter 

to come before them. He objected to 
the word “instruct,” claiming. that the 
citizens could only “advise’’ the select- 
men in the matter. What the select- 
} men. want to know was where 
tracks should stop. He then read a 
paper which contained the decision ar- 
rived at by last year’s board, and 


company before this had not the article 
been put in the warrant. This unsign- 
ed paper allowed the tracks to go. as 
far as the top of ‘Town hill, He,inti: 
mated that the franchise would proba- 
bly be granted. 

Ex-Selectman Alfred Newsholme ar- 
gued that if the track was extended as 
far as Oakland avenue on Broadway, 
as the company now has-a right to do, 
there. would. be no occasion for wait- 
ing, as the cars could easily connect, 
He believed the franchise asked for 
was too valuable to be_- given. 
He believed that before long a double 
track would be wanted by the com- 
pany as far as Railroad square, and 
then the streets would have to he wid- 
ened, which the company would later 
be willing to pay for in order to get 
their grant.. He thought it madness 1. 
grant the request, and moved that the 
selectmen be “advised” to give tne 
company. leave to withdraw their peti- 
tion. : 

John H. George remarked that the 
law required the street railway com- 
pany to pay one third for widening 
streets, and it would be folly to require 
them to do more. Mr. Cox wanted to 
know if the law prohibited the com- 
pany paying the whole expense. 

James H. Lyons spoke in favor of 
Mr. Newsholme’s motion, stating that 
the road could be on time when the 
double tracks had reached Oakland 
avenue, but that if the request was 
granted there would be no more to 
grant the company, and they would 
again. run the cars “ragtime,” 

D. W. Tenney favored-this also as he 
contended then the cars would have to 
make some kind of time to accommo- 
date themselves. He doubted whether 
the company would give any better 
_Service..with.double—tracks -to—Hamp- 
| shire street. 

William M. Rogers did not: want the 
matter thus cast aside entirely, and 
favored the appointment of a commit- 
tee of five to wait upon the selectmen 
“regarding the: matter. “He remarked 
that the selectmen would.carry out the 
wishes of the citizens, or the ‘places 
that now know them shall know them 
no more.” (Applause.) 

Several opposed the plan of choosing 
a committee. 

Selectman..E,.A..Bower. took occasion, 
to remark that he would be governed 
by the wishes of the people, and if the 
people did not» want the franchise 
granted, he would not vote for it. 

John T. Mannifield did not want the 
time limit of the Lawrence and Me- 
thuen road further extended. 

Mr. Bailey considered that the citi- 
zens had a right to “instruct” the se- 
lectmen in the matter. 

Kirk Brown thought the double 
tracks ought to be put in, and put in 
at once, as far as they will ever be 
put in. : 

Arthur J. Crosby pointed out that 
five cars were now being run where 
six were formerly used, and the-mo- 
tive power was weak. He thought that 
this accounted for the cars being off 
time. 

Mr. Mannified-said that only one mo- 
tor was on cars where two, should be 
used, ; 

Cc. D. Holman spoke tn favor of the 
double track being granted on condi- 
tion the citizens’: requests be granted, 
for~3-cent fares, etc. 

E. A. Archibald favored giving-leave 
to withdraw. He thought the company 
might come around later and offer 
something for the franchise. In that 
case it would be a good idea to grant 
it. The company, he said, could not 
give any worse service than at the 
present time. His remarks were ap- 
plauded. 

The motion to request the selectmen 
to give the company leave to withdraw 
was then carried, almost unanimously. 

On motion of James O. Parker it 
was voted to request the selectmen to 
require the company to put the Broad- 
way tracks in order at once. On mo- 
tion of John T. Mannifield it was voted 
to be the sense of the meeting that 
no further extensions of time be grant- 
ed either the Boston & Northern or 
the Lawrence & Methuen roads. 

After some discussion Article 29, re- 
lating to the report of the commitlee 
on the method of conducting town af- 
fairs was passed over by vote of 53 to 
50. Mr, Buswell spoke in favor of 
adopting the report. 

Article 30 was thoroughly discussed 
and the by-law was adopted after three 
amendments had been made, in the 
following form: 

There shall be a Financial Commit- 
tee, consisting of the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen and Overseers of 
the Poor, Chairman-of the School Com- 
mittee, Chairman .of the Water Com- 
missioners, Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment and nine (9) other legal voters 
who shall hold no other town office and 
| who shall be chosen ' by nomination 
| from the floor, above named officials 
; for the term of one. year, beginning 
) with the first day of January, and who 
shall serve without pay. Said commit- 
tee. shall consider all articles in the 
Warrant calling for an appropriation 
of money, and shall give at least one 
public hearing to parties interested be- 
| fore any town meeting, and ‘shall re- 

port thereon at the Town Meeting. 
They shall have the power to fill va- 
eancles in» their; committee. 

The following nine additional mem- 
bers as required were then chosen. 
They are: Daniel W. Tenney, James 
O. Parker, Joseph E. Buswell, Fred 
Miller, Jacob Emerson, William” H. 
Craven, George B. DeMars and Moses 
G. Smith. 

The matter of paving the gutter on 
west side of Summer street was left 
with ‘the selectmen.

LAST CHANCE GONE.

The last fight for the life of John 
Cc. Best was made Saturday. Judges 
Sherman and Fox, before whom the 
case was originally tried, heard argu- 
ments and evidence to’ show why the 
the verdict of guilty which was reny 
dered almost a year ago, should be set 
aside. a : 

At the close of the hearing Judges 
Sherman and Fox overruled the motion 
for a new trial. 

Best. was tried for murdering George 
Bailey at the Breakheart Hill farm, 
in Saugus, Oct. 9, 1900, and on Thurs- 
day evening, March 28, a verdict of 
guilty of murder in the first degree 
was returned. A motion for a new 
trial was filed the next day, and ex- 
ceptions the next, It was not until 
later in the winter that’ the excep- 
tions were heard by the. supreme 
court. These have recently been over- 
ruled. ; 

The hearing on the motion for a new 
trial has been delayed from time to 
time, until Saturday, The grounds set 
forth were: First, that the verdict was 
against the evidence and the weight 
of the evidence; secondly, that it was 
against the law, and, thirdly, that one 
of the jurors, James E. Trask of Salem, 
was disqualified to serve because he 
was deaf and could not properly sit on 
the jury nor hear the testimony.

~Phe~title-or the bill passed by the 
senate is “To provide for ocean mail 
service betwéen the United States and 
foreign ports, and the common de- 
fense; to promote commerce and. to 
encourage the deep sea fisheries.” 

Title 1. of the: measure as passed 
deals with ocean-mail-steaniships and 
their subsidies. The postal subsidy 
act of 1891 is so amended as to direct 
the .postmaster-general to enter into 
contracts for not less than five, nor 
more than 15 years, with American cit- 
izens for the carrying of mails .on 
American steamships, to such foreign 
points as will best promote the postal 
commercial and martime interests of 
the United States; the mail service on 
such lines to be equitably distributed 
among the Atlantic, Mexican, Gulf and 
Pacific ports, and the ‘contracts to be 
pend with the. lowest responsible bid- 

er. . 

The vessels employed in the mail 
service, shall be American built and 
owned and officered by American cit- 
izens. During the first two years, ane- 
fourth of the crew must be American 
citizens, during the next three years 
one-third must be American citizens, 
and during the remaining. life of the 
contract, at least one-half must be Am- 
erican citizens. : 

The 8 must be screw steamships 
of iro -steel, and divided into seven 
classes according to speed. 

All steamships of the first four class- 
es shall be constructed with particular 
reference to prompt conversion into 
auxiliary naval cruisers and shall be 
of the highest rating known to mari-

The rates of compensation to any 
vessel carrying mails to a foreign port 
in North America shall not exceed 70 
p.c. of the maximum rates established, 

Mail steamships are required to car- 
ry as appréntices one American born 
boy: for each 1000 tons gross register. 
He shall be educated in seamanship 
and engineering and rank as a petty 
officer. E ea. Eee 

Title 2 of the bill provides for the 
general subsidy to be paid. It directs 
the secretary of the treasury to pay to 
the owner of any vessel in the United 
States, duly registered and engaged in 
the foreign trade of the’ United States 
a compensation amounting to one cent 
per gross registered ton for each 100 
nautical miles sailed, not exceeding 
16 entries in any one year; and on each 
entry, not exceeding 16 in any, one year, 
for a period of five years from the 
date of registration of a vessel of 1000 
gros stons, which shall be completed 
after. the passage of this bill, one- 
fourth of one cent per gross ton for 
each 100 nautical miles sailed, in ad- 
tion to the above mentioned compen- 
sation. The bill specifies certain ves- 
sels which shall not receive compen- 
sation under its provisions, among 
them being vessels - engaged in the 
coastwise trade exclusively. 

Each subsidized vessel is required to 
carry as a member of its company one 
American boy for each 1000 gross tons 
who shall be taught seamonship and 
engineering, The owners of the ves- 
sel must agree before receiving com- 
pensation, that the ship in emergéncy 
may be used by the United States 
for the national defenee- or for any 
public purpose, at a fair valuation for 
this service. 

Title 3 of the bill directs the sec- 
retary of the treasury to pay to the 
owner of a documented vessel, engaged 
in deep sea fishery for at least three 
months in any one-year $2 per gross 
ton per annum, provided that at least 
one-third of the crew shall be citizens 
of the United States; and he is direct- 
ed to pay also to a citizen of the Uni- 
ted States serving,as a member of such 
crew, $1 per menth for the time he is 
necessarily employed. 

Title 4 provides that no vessel shall 
be given compensation under two or 
more titles of this act at the same 
time; that a subsidized vessel shall 
not be sold to a subject of a foreign 
power and that the president of the U. 
S. shall cause proper regulations to 
be framed for the execution of this 
act. :

There were sensauonal developments 
in the local small pox situation Tuesday 
two more well developed cases being 


discovered,..One- of-them—is—at-‘thejail+- 


and the other at! 47 Oak street. The 
victim at the jail is Patrick Brown, 
a prisoner, and the other victim is 
James A. Linnehan, a_ well known 
member of tbe police force. 

Dr. Morse of the .State Board of 
Health was summoned to this city to 


«see Patrolman Linnehan early Tiésday 


morning and just before he arrived, 
Agent Smith was notified that there 
was undoubtedly. a case of the dread 
disease at the jail. Dr, Morse visited 
both patients and confirmed the suspi- 
cions of the local physicians, by stating 
that—both~ men~were undoubtedly” af= 
flicted with small pox; 

There is certainly a dubious outlook 
for the prisoners and officers at the jail

the-jail-or-in-the-elty,--They~call-atten=; 


tion to the fact that.a-.prisoner in the. 
Salem jail had the disease and’ no one 
else contracted it, 

There are 141 persons in the Lawrence 
jail, including officers, prisoners and at- 
tendants and they will all be required 
to remain there while the institution is 
quarantined, 

Brown's cell is in the west wing of 
the prison. Agent Smith thinks that 
the disease must have been brought 
to him by some visitor, as he was com- 
mitted Dec. 27 1901, His term ends 
March 26 this. year. - His wife and child 
came to Lawrence from Lowell about 
two. weeks ago and visited him at the 
jail and it may be that he contracted 
the disease then. Brown is 27 years:of 
age and his home is in Manchester, N. 
ms He was convicted of larceny in this 
city. : 

Patrolman_Linnehan has also had the 
disease several days. He began to 
feel ill about two weeks ago. While 
he apparently has a-rather Hght case, 
he is-still a sick man and it will be 
some’ time before he is about again. 
It is supposed that he contracted the 
disease from some tramps, although 
nothing definite about the matter is 
known. He has not been working for. 
nine days, 
Oak _street—-which has-been quarantin- 
ed, His sister keeps the-—house @n 
there are five or six in the family, al 
being quarantined. 


One more case of small pox was re- 
perted:-to the Board°of Health wédnes- 
day and another prisoner at the jail has 
shown symptoms which convince the 
attending physicians that hé will soon 
come down with the disease. 


The case Wednesday was re- 
ported by Dr.. George FE. Wood- 
bury of ‘Methuen, while the 
board was in session at the Pem- 


berton street office considering what 
to do with the victim at the jail. James 
Dolan is the name of the new patient. 
He is 22 years of age and resides at 


_the home of his.father-on-Nelson street: 


Dr. Woodbury was called to the house 
‘today and as soon as he saw Dolan 


He is still at his home, 47 |: 


he was satisfied that he has contracted. 


small. pox..-The board voted to au- 
thorize Dr. Magee to examine Dolan 
at once and to take action later as to 
what to do with him, 

After considerable. discussion the 
board voted to remove Patrick Brown, 
the small pox victim at the jail, from 
the institution, as in the opinion of City 
Solicitor Kane the board is required 
by statute to remove a small pox pa- 
tient from such an institution. It was 
at first decided to place him in the 
Grenwood street house, but when the 
case was reported on Nelson street the 
board dcided to find out if the Dolan 
house, which is pretty well isolated, 
cannot be used as a temporary hospital 
and if the occupants would consent to 
have-Brown-confined there. 

This consent was later obtained and 
it was decided to convert the 
Dolan house into a temporary hospital. 
James Dolan, the victim, will remain 
and Patrick Brown will be: taken there 
today. The other five members of the 
Dolan family will be vaccinated and 
removed to some other house, Their 
board at the rate of $15 a week will be 
paid by the city during the time that 
they are obliged to remain away from 
their home. Mayor Leonard, acting for 
the city, has agreed to lease the Dolan 
house for two months, for $50 a month, 
the consent of Mr. and Mrs. Dolan hav- 
ing been obtained. Meanwhile any 
new cases will be removed to this tem- 
porary hospital. Dr. Magee wuil care 
for the patients and attendants will be 
procured. 

It was decided to allow Patrolman 
James A, Linnehan, the other victim, 
to remain at hishome, 47 Oak street, 
and to have the city solicitor draw up 
a@ paper to cover the legal phase of 
the matter for Mr. Linnehan and his 
father to sign.

Now 
it is held that a member of the board o 
Selectmen could not order anything for 
his department,.from.a.member-of-any” 
other -board included in the list. In 
most Cases this has no particular effect 
but in one case this.interpretation: 
works ‘a hardship upon the holders o 
office, as the citizens of the town them 
selves.
